HARDING TO MAKE 
ATTACK ON PRESENT 
FOREIGN POLICY

21.—Senator 
Harding’s speech of acceptance to 
be delivered here tomorrow is ex­ 
pected by his close associates to 
give prominence to the foreign pol­ 
icy of President Wilson and the 
League of Nations in sueh a way 
as to advance the campaign toward 
a squarely joined issue between 
the new political parties. 
Those w’ho know the mind of the 
presidential nominee declare their 
confidence today that

make a declaration squaring'with 
'he party platform and the party 
record and bridging

the republican difference of opin­ 
ion, w'hich threatened a split at 
Chicago. 
It was said authoritatively the 
declaration would follow' the trend

Roosevlt, demo- 
cratic vice presidential nominee, 
was given a formal welcome hadk 
to Washington late yesterday. Com­ 
mittees of employes of the Wash­ 
ington Navy Yard marched to the 
navy department, where they join­ 
ed navy and marine officepfc, en­ 
listed men and civiian employes in 
extending the welcome. Mr. Roose­ 
velt made a brief address, in which 
he pledged continuation

On behalf of the General Trades 
Council of the navy yard, Paul Don­ 
ley presented the nominee w’ith a 
gavel made of
